"I haven't made up my mind 
yet" he told the NEWS this 
week. "The issue still is very

The veteran columnist and 
lecturer said, however, that he 
“might run” if there was a 
“strong enough indication that 
I was the best possible candi¬ 
date available.” 

Although a registered Dem¬ 
ocrat, Mr. Shippey emphasized 
one point. “If I do run for Con¬ 
gress, I’d want to be a candi¬ 
date on both tickets.” 

“I’d want to seek office as an 
American, rather than as a 
party man,” he said. 

If Mr. Shippey ran and was 
elected, he would be the first 
resident of Sierra Madre ever 
to win a seat in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. 

The popular Sierra Madrean 
was compared with the late 
Congressman John Steven Mc- 
Groarty last week in the Los 
Angeles Independent Review. 
The newspaper stated that Mr. 
Shippey has the “McGroarty 
appeal” and can be elected. 

Stuart Chevalier, a Demo 
cratic Party leader, suggested 
Mr. Shippey as the one who 
“would not only receive the 
overwhelming Democratic par¬ 
ty support, but the votes of 
thousands of Independents and 
Republicans in the district.” 


A mild verbal tiff highlight¬ 
ed an otherwise drab session 
of the City Council Tuesday 
night. 

The flareup centered around 
several items on the council’s 
agenda. Mayor William A. Kin¬ 
ney thought they were proper 
subjects for councilmanic at¬ 
tention. Councilman Noren Ea¬ 
ton thought they were not. 

‘‘I think it’s an imposition 
on members of the council to 
hold us here until 10 or 11 
o’clock on matters that require 
no council action,” stormed 
Mr. Eaton. 

He was referring specifical¬ 
ly to a letter regarding radio¬ 
logical monitoring in civilian 
defense and addressed to John 
E. Conzelman, not a member of 
the council. 

"You elected me Sierra Mad- 
re’s civil defense director,” re¬ 
torted Mayor Kinney, “and I 
feel it is necessary to read the 
letter in public. 

"But I’m only the mayor," 
he continued.

Call It “Hersey Square.” 

That is the new name proposed this week for Sierra Madre’s 
Kersting Court PE triangle. 

A local resident, who asked that his name be withheld, sug¬ 
gested that the area be named after the late Col. Henry Blanchard 
Hersey, famed meterologist, 
balloonist and a distinguished 
resident of Sierra Madre. 

Colonel and Mrs. Hersey were 
active in local civic and social 
affairs before Mrs. Hersey 
passed away 10 years ago. The 
colonel died three years ago, in 
September of 1948. 

Colonel Hersey had a full 
life, highlighted by many 
worthwhile achievements. He 
helped organize the famed 
Teddy Roosevelt “Rough Rid¬ 
ers” during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, and served in this 
regiment as a major. 

At the outbreak of the Span-

TV set owners who greet locally produced shows with the 
scornful comment: “I could think up a better show than 
THAT!” were invited this week to put their boasts to the 
test. 

"If anyone has any ideas for a real solid inexpensive 
live show,” one station executive said, “this would be the 
ideal time to step forward.” 

Hollywood, frankly, is in the doldrums. With one exception 
there has been no successful new show of any proportion to 
appear among the seven L.A. channels for nearly a year. 
Brightest new program on the horizon is KTLA’s “Frosty 
Frolices,” no earth-shaker but a good audience and sponsor 
getter. 

Elsewhere? Nothing! KTTV stirred up a small ripple by 
bringing San Francisco’s most popular live show—“The Dude 
Martin Show'”—down to the Southland for a Wednesday 
night (8:30 p.m.) spot. The three network stations have 
adopted a “do nothing” attitude, which leaves local viewers 
gasping for entertainment until the bigger Eastern shows re¬ 
enter the logs. KFI-TV, which has been re-christened KHJ- 
TV. says it will “move cautiously” in the matter of new 
programming. This economic precaution is discouraging for 
TV fans. KLAC-TV, too, is planning “nothing expensive.” 

This opens the field wide for the would-be TV packager. 
A lack of success on the part of any local show in capturing 
the public fancy should make program directors receptive 
to outside ideas. After all, they’ve been trying for a year 
without getting any hits. Maybe it’s time the amateurs tried. 


KTLA has inaugurated a new Sunday religious show, “In 
God We Trust.” Show emanates from a representative church 
of the three major groups of worship. 11 a. m. 


Most interesting new face on afternoon TV screens is that 
of “Mamma” Weiss, best known as the cheese blitz queen 
of Southern California. On KHJ-TV all week long from 3:30 
to 4:00 p. m., Mrs. Weiss will compete with Mike Rey (who 
has the lead), Grace Lawson, Chef Milani, etc., for video 
cookery honors. “Mamma’s” cooking runs to the Hungarian 
side. 

KTSL is getting into the home economics race with Mer¬ 
cedes Bates, a widely known kitchen economist with consid¬ 
erable show experience. 

Despite all the competition, chef Roy on KLAC-TV appears 
to have the largest audience. His love for cooking is genuine. 
After sampling and eating all through his own show and 
having “seconds” after the program, Mike can be seen daily 
heading for an uptown Hollywood restaurant where he has 
a “real” lunch. 


WONDER WHY, DEPARTMENT— 

Wonder why KTTV took “I Want To Get Married” off the 
air. It was corny, but oh so commercial, more of what the 
station needs in view of its more expensive shows still beg¬ 
ging for sponsors. . . . Wonder why Stuart Hamblin, ex-king 
of local hill billies, doesn’t get into TV. He’s still one of the 
best spell-binders in the business . . . Wonder why NBC-TV 
doesn't allow KNBH to develop some good local shows in¬ 
stead of depending on the network for everything.

“You have to go out of this 
country for awhile to really 
appreciate America,” observed 
Mrs. Fred H. Morgan, 80 S. 
Baldwin, last week as she and 
Mr. Morgan returned home 
after a 4%-month tour of the 
United States, Canada, and 
Alaska. 

The Morgans utilized many 
mediums of transportation on 
their trip, traveling parts of the 
way by train, ship, airplane, 
bus. and automobile. 

The Sierra Madreans flew 
first to Miami, Florida, then 
journeyed up the East Coast 
to spend 10 days in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., where they attend¬ 
ed sessions of the Congres¬ 
sional Un-American Commit¬ 
tee. 

"Several Hollywood person¬ 
alities were on the stand when 
we were there,” Mrs. Morgan 
said. “It was very interesting.” 

From Washington, the Mor¬ 
gans continued up the coast 
and into Canada, where they 
visited most of the principal 
cities and national parks. 

Next phase of their vacation 
was by ship to Alaska, a place 
which Mrs. Morgan described 
as “amazing.” Strawberries are 
“huge” there, she reports, and 
cabbages frequently come as 
large as 50 pounds. The temp¬ 
erature the day they left An¬ 
chorage was 86 degrees. 

The Morgans remarked about 
the “very heavy” air traffic 
to and from Alaska and said a 
plane lands at one of the larg¬ 
est fields every five minutes, 
24 hours a day, 7 days a week. 

On the return trip, the Mor¬ 
gans visited most of the nat¬ 
ional parks in the United 
States. 


Lewis Sparks 
Bond Sales 
For Defense 

As the first Defense Bond 
Drive enters its second week of 
a two month nationwide pro¬ 
gram to increase the sale of 
bonds, R. C. Lewis, chairman of 
the Sierra Madre Defense Bond 
Committee, today urged local 
residents to “shoulder their 
share of the campaign and to 
buy an extra bond for de¬ 
fense.” 

In this connection, he re¬ 
peated the appeals made on 
Labor Day by President Tru¬ 
man and Secretary of the 
Treasury, John W. Snyder, both 
of whom stressed the present 
need for every American to in¬ 
vest regularly in bonds.

Lewis said particular empha¬ 
sis locally would be the ex¬ 
pansion of the Payroll Savings 
Plan, through which employ¬ 
ees can automatically purchase 
bonds. 

In addition, all organizations 
will be asked to conduct a 
Bond-a-Member program 
among local members, as a 
feature in adding to the dol¬ 
lar volume of bond sales.

I have my own personal def¬ 
inition of ‘jealousy’: A most 
extreme form of inferiority 
neurosis, a complete lack of 
confidence in one’s own ability 
or attractiveness, and a trait 
that is usually found coupled 
with another form of inferior¬ 
ity, that of selfishness. 

All inferiority neuroses are, 
of course, merely the outward 
signs of mental and spiritual 
immaturity, of infantile think¬ 
ing. 

In ‘jealousy’ we must realize 
that we are dealing with a 
very tricky problem, because it 
is so difficult to differentiate 
between ‘real jealousy’ and that 
which is only ‘pretended jeal¬ 
ousy.’ 

Many people honestly feel 
that a jealous attitude is ex¬ 
pected of them, that their lov¬ 
ed one will feel slighted un¬ 
less they pretend they are 
jealous. 

And, actually, there are peo¬ 
ple like that—people whose own 
peculiar form of neurosis will 
lead them to do and say things 
which they know will be a 
‘come on’ for jealous reaction. 

Under ‘jealousy’ as a whole, 
we may list six types or 
classes . . . ; 

(A) People who are not 
jealous at all. 

(B) People who pretend at 
being jealous. 

(C) People who really are 
jealous. 

(D) People who resent being 
the object of jealousy. 

(E) People who simply ig¬ 
nore manifestations of jealousy. 

(F) People who encourage 
exhibitions of jealousy. 

Our next article will present 
a detailed analysis of some of 
these types—the reactions when 
combined wilh one of the other 
types—A-B, A-C, B-F, etc. So 
during the week, if there are 
any jealousy problems effect¬ 
ing your happiness, try to de¬ 
cide upon which classification 
fits you, then the type which 
applies to the ‘other party,’and 
watch for an analysis of you r 
problem in future articles of 
the Clinic of Sierra Madre. 


The more we progress with 
our Clinic of Sierra Madre ex¬ 
periment, the more we become 
aware of its great potentiality 
for performing a useful and 
sorely needed service. 

A breakdown of the factors 
which were suggested in my 
last article revealed a wealth 
of interesting facts, among 
which were indications. (1) 
that many of the problems con- 
tributive to unhappy living can 
be discerned by the same type 
of symptoms; (2) that basic 
causes are the same in many 
of the different types of prob¬ 
lems; and (3) that elimina¬ 
tion of a single, specified de¬ 
fect of character often results 
in a release from many other 
faults—faults of which we may 
be less concerned. 

We have deemed it advis¬ 
able, however, to follow through 
in our decision to avoid gen¬ 
erality—to take each type of 
problem as a separate subject 
and discuss it thoroughly. The 
first personality fault we will 
consider is JEALOUSY, certain¬ 
ly one of the most prevalent

The extreme importance of 
immediately reporting animal 
biles to the nearest health de¬ 
partment was emphasized to¬ 
day by Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, 
county health officer. 

Dr. Gilbert added that any 
warm-blooded animal may be 
rabid, and that the State De¬ 
partment of Public Health has 
designated Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty as a “rabies endemic area.” 
In such designated areas, it is 
a legal responsibility to report 
such bites, whether or not the 
animal is suspected of having 
rabies. 

Certain cases, he said, have 
pointed up the importance of 
quick reporting. Last year a 
man, licked on the hand by his 
rabid dog, died of rabies.

Tests Show California 
Teachers Do Best Job 

The superior standing of 
California high school students 
on nationwide tests indicates 
that California high school 
teachers and administrators are 
doing a better job of training 
and developing young people 
than arp the teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators of any other part 
of the United States. 

This statement was made to¬ 
day by President Robert G. 
Sproul of the University of 
California on the basis of scores 
achieved by high school stu¬ 
dents throughout the country 
on the General Educational De¬ 
velopment tests of the Ameri¬ 
can Council on Education. 

These tests were given to 
35,000 high school graduates, 
and California students aver¬ 
aged from 1 to 5 points higher 
than students from all other 
areas, and from the United 
States generally, at every level 
except the lowest third of the 
graduating classes; and even 
at that level no other area sur¬ 
passed California, and only 
one, the middle Atlantic area, 
tied California.

The colonel ar¬ 
rived just in time to compete 
in this race—and won it.

the Inchon landing, and a 
Commendation Ribbon with 
Metal Pendant for “meritorious 
achiev omen t” in developing 
methods of illumination for 
front-line troops.
